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A Major Problem 

Communism was propelled into power in Tsarist 
Russia by deceit and the slogan, "Peace to huts; war 
on palaces." This organized atheism nurtured'by com- 
munication control and augmented by a recognizable 
pattern of espionage, sabotage, subversion, strikes, 
economic devices, diplomatic maneuvering, terror- 
ism, fomentation of class, racial and religious ten- 
sions, guerilla warfare and small, undeclared wars, 
continues to marcK forward. 



Why? 

Part of the tragedy lies in the hesitancy to face 
reality. We seek refuge in a covey of "comforting, 
illusory formulas. 



Here Are A Few Assorted Fallacies 

a) That communism' is evolving because it is anti-Nazi, 
anti-Facist; etc. 

b) That communism is not international in design be- 
cause Stalin dissolved the Communist Internationa 
ale. 

c) That communism in China :is an agfari^demb- 
cracy.. 

d) That Tito represents a national and^independent 
type of communis m. 



e) /That the death of Stalin would result m committee 
* government, allowing consumer pressures which 

would in turn force Malenkov to make changes, 
" etc., " . ' 

f) That ^Khrushchev is a great liberalizer and coex- 
isted,^ Ukeable,*joyial, grandfatherly type. 

t g) That Fidel Castrojjs a Robin Hood, bringing about 
reform more beneficial to all. 

h) That communism breeds on. poverty. (This tragic 
errq^has^plagued a host of well-meaning but mis- 

^^informed'men-and^women^^^ 

Communism,, in fact, breeds on discontent and 
frustrations whose origins commenced in the Gar- 
den of Eden. Adam and Eve were in Paradise when 
1 they were subverted. 

The communists, who are expert revolutionists, 
create discontent wherever tliey can, amongst the 
rich and poor. The frustrated malcontent,. rich and 
poor, prove ideal converts. In Italy, for instance, 
* the rich cities of the north are hotbeds of com- 
**munism while the poorer southern part of Italy is 
Sjfelatively free of communism. To be sure all ef- 
forts should be made to relieve poverty, but this 
should be done for the right reason of social 
justice. 

i) Communism will *be, halted with continued, lavish 
expenditures such as Foreign Aid. (A look at any 
map,, by any reasonable mind should provoke 
serious question on this matter alone.) 



Remedial Action 

"Communism, a totalitarian system based on 
the premise thatiotal man is an animal and therefore 
expendable is -entirely false. It is a thoroughly dis- 
credited and unworkable ideology. The system, like 
a virus, is parasitic.^ It needs a host to survive. It 
thrives on internal suppression and external aggres- 
sion. 

This monstrous ideology, as described by Dr. 
Drakeford has five faces: 

Deception 

Destruction 

Dictatorship 

Disillusionment 

Death. 

Even the communists know this as evidenced by 
their frequent defection. Therefore, it is our moral 
responsibility, as free men to resist its blandishments. 

Successful resistance to the multiform action of 
the enemy consists * of many things, but a strong con- 
viction concerning the dignity of man, a dynamic de- 
votion to freedom, an appreciation of the fragile na- 
ture of freedonrand a realization that America is 90% 
right and the* other 10% under construction is basic 
ahdfessehtial.

General Introduction 

The American Legion is the largest veterans or- 
ganization in the history of the world. It is not only 
an organization of good fellows having a great time 
but the greatest patriotic society ever formed. Since 
its beginning the American Legion has accepted its 
responsibility to preserve freedom. The great Legion- 
naires, both living and dead, have addressed them- 
selves to this responsibility by spending their lives 
for God and Country and for their community. They 
have implemented this responsibility designed to 
keep America free through four basic programs 
which are: 

Americanism 
Child Welfare 
Rehabilitation 
National Security 



Definition of Americanism 

"Americanism means the virtues of courage, 
honor, justice, truth, sincerity and brotherhood — 
the virtues that made America. The things that will 
destroy America are prosperity-at-any-price, peace-at- 
any-price, safety-first instead of duty-first, the love- 
of-soft-living, and the get-rich-quick-theory of life."

This is a program of 
militant and aggressive opposition to all subversive 
and un-American activities. This is the fighting phase 
of our Americanism Program. In this phasfe, we man 
the ramparts. In this field, we attack. 

Second: Educational Activities. This is the program 
to educate all America, both young and old, to appre- 
ciate fully the blessings of our land and our free way 
of life. In this field, we teach. 

Third: Youth Training Activities. This is the program 
to inculcate the American principles, justice and free- 
dom, jn^the^heartS;andrmindS;Of-our r yout^^ 



for good citizenship. We make use of the activities 
popular with youth to accomplish this objective. In 
this field, we build. 

Fourth: Community Service Activity. This is a pro- 
gram to make every community in America a better 
neighborhood. In this field, we serve. 



Observations & Recommendations 

The National Convention of the American Legion 
in 1962 and the National Executive Committee' (NEC) 
have adopted resolutions for our guidance. These 
resolutions have been adopted after much thought 
and deliberation by dedicated, able Legionnaires. 
They merit our serious study and support.

Growth of Communism 

Communism is an atheistic coercive, cohesive 
culture determined to conquer the world. This world 
communist movement as we see it today is only 2 
.years older than the American Legion. Forty seven 
years ago, there were only 17 communists. They had 
a small office in an attic in Switzerland; for an arsen- 
al, a dozen pistols. They had no funds, but they did 
have a diabolical and determined plan to subjugate 
the world. 

Today, this movement controls one third of the 
world's real estate and more than a billion people live 
behind the Iron, Bamboo and Sugar Cane Curtains 
under the most effective tyranny ever imposed upon 
human begins. For years the communists have been 
gaining control over people at the average rate of 
7,000 per hour. International radio broadcasting of 
ropaganda by communist bloc nations hit a peak of 
,864 hours in 1962, - a five fold increase since 1948. 
The main targets for radio propaganda in 1962 were 
the Far East, Africa and Latin America. (Freedom 
Facts.) In the past decade Khrushchev claims that 
the party membership in the "capitalist" countries 
has* risen from 785,000 to over 5,000,000. 

Following Stalin's death ;in 1953 t the Soviet bloc 
vastly expanded its' world' trade/ Bloc exports to the 
West jumped from 1.6 billion in 1953 to 4.4 billion in 
1960. Bloc imports from the West zoomed from 1.4 
billion to 4.4 billion. Sixty to ninety percent of the 
Soviet bloc imports from the West have been metals, 
metal shapes, transportation equipment, machinery 
and even complete plants, - all goods designed to 
boost the Soviet productive capabilities and power. 
The communists confidently expect to conquer the 
United States in this generation. 

_ , Is this probable? A congressiona l committee says 
yes. It is the report oOfieTfect-fmfiing mission con- 
ducted by the House Foreign Affairs subcommittee. 

This economic report becomes even more serious 
and meaningful to our survival when coupled with 
the following military appraisals: 

First On one hand the Soviets have already demon- 
strated their monopoly of the 100 megaton bomb, - 
this in large measure due to our ill advised H-bomb 
slow down of 1946-50 and the nuclear test suspension 
of 1958-62. 

The Soviets further claim possession of anti- 
missile missiles and orbital nuclear rockets which can 
be released "at any point in the satellite trajectory." 

Second Compare this to the tone of unilateral disarm- 
ament of our Secretary of Defense in the quiet imple- 
mentation of the Rostow Plan, - U. S. State Depart- 
ment Publication 7277 entitled, "Freedom From 
War" which outlined briefly is: 

a) Cancellation of the sky-bolt missile which would 
enable our planes to bomb enemy territory without 



b) Cancellation of the RS-70 Reconnaissance strike 
bomber. 

c) Halting production of the B-58 supersonic medium 
bomber. 

d) Dismantling of our 45 missile bases in Turkey and 
Italy. 

e) Failure to put the successfully tested Nike-Zeus 
.anti-missile system into production. 

f) Cut-back of the attack submarine program. 

g) Unilateral renunciation of the use of outer space 
for military purposes. 

h) Reduction of the striking power of the U. S. Stra- 
getic Air Command. 

i) For the first time in many years the United States 
does not have a single bomber under construction. 

Concludes the highly respected American Security 
Council on April 15, "Mr. Robert S. McNamara, dur- 
ing more than two years in office, has not authorized 
a single new weapon system." 



Communist Speakers On College Campus 

In recent months several communist speakers 
have appeared before student bodies in Minnesota. 
It is most unfortunate that the citizens of Minnesota 
-are obliged to provide the use "and convenience of 
state facilities for the benefit of communism. The 
communists are jubilant about the success, of, their 
campus speech program. Top communist party of- 
ficials predicted several months ago that 1000 youths 
will be recruited for the party by the end of 1962. 

Although communist speakers have appeared be- 
fore student groups from New York to California, 
they have been stopped in some places. Some Univer- 
sities simply do not permit this type of deceit under 
the guise of academic freedom. Recently in Syracuse, 
New York an alert citizen was able to obtain a court 
order halting the a ppearan ce of a communist speaker 
on campus. \¥hy"do we permirthe'prejsentlsituatioir 
in Minnesota? In all fairness, when was the American 
Legion invited to any of our state institutions to pre- 
sent its point of view? 

I I would recommend that we record our opposi- 
I tion to the misuse of state and public facilities by sub- 
f versive groups. As J. Edgar Hoover pointed out: 
Y "Colleges should bear in mind that communist speak- 
ers are not bound by any obligation to tell the truth." 

Sale of Communist Merchandise 

During recent months, there has been consider- 
able controversy concerning the sale of merchandise 
imported from communist countries. Briefly stated, 
it simply means that some merchants are selling 
goods made by slave labor. By any standards of de- 
cency, this is unjust. In addition, it gives aid and com- 
fort to the enemy of the United Statesr. The mistaken 
merchants who sell this slave-made merchandise may 
have a right to do so, but as Americans and Legion- 
naires we have the right to tell them that we disagree 
with their policy and we have a privilege to shop

Training Division feels there should be only one medal presented 
and since the award is exclusively for firearms proficiency, it is recommended 
that a runoff be held wherein these two men will be required to fire one round of 
skeet with the shotgun and one round on the Practical Pistol Course (Single Action) 
with scores figured to the nearest tenth of a point to determine the winner. 

In the past the class has not known the winner of the award until 
the Director has presented the award on Monday before graduation in the 
Directors Office. There was an unusual amount of interest in the firearms 
competition for the medal this time, and Freeman and Baker both know by 
keeping their own scores that they have the same average, although they are 
not completely certain that this average was the highest score. 

On 5/5/64, the class will traveLto Fort Belvoir, Virginia, for 
a demonstration by the U. S. Army on Mob and Riot Control Procedures. The 
major portion of the demonstration and resultant viewing of equipment will be 
over by 2:00 p. m. In the past Army officials have provided a tour of the 

__EngineeringXaboratories„at_Belvoir to acquaint Jhe^classjvvith„training^and_ 

teaching methods used in instructing engineering officers. We can forego 
this tour and bus the entire class to Quantico within an hour. The firearms 
competition would be over no later than 4:00 p. m. and the class would be back 
in Washington by 5:00 p. m. 

In view of the tremendous interest that this would stimulate with 

Ithis class, we recommend that a "shoot-off be held between these two men and 
that the entire class be allowed .to witness the competition.

enjoyed in his long friendship with Mr. Herbert Hoover. Commander Johnson indicated 
he had attended the funeral of Mr. Hoover in West Branch, Iowa, and also that he had 
recently written an article entitled "The Herbert Clark Hoover That I Knew. " This will 
appear in a forthcoming issue of The American Legion magazine. 

The Director spoke of the Legion's influence in today's society and of the 
fact that the Legion should be alert in wielding this influence to promote better I 
government.

DeLoach to Mohr 11-10-64 

Re: Don Johnson, National Commander, The American Legion, 

West Branch, Iowa, Appointment with the Director, 10:00 a.m., 11-10-64 

The Director briefly spoke of the Supreme Court and of the constant 
disagreement among the Justices in making decisions. The Director also referred to 
Martin Luther King and of the deplorable fact that King has been awarded a Nobel Peace 
Prize. The Director briefly mentioned King's background. He also referred to Roy 
Wilkins. He mentioned that Wilkins was a respectable type individual attempting to do a 
good job. King, on the other hand, is a colossal liar who is "fronting" for the Negroes 
only to better himself. The Director mentioned examples in which King had specifically 
lied concerning the FBI, particularly the incident involving the claim that all Special 
Agents assigned to our Albany, Georgia, Resident Agency were Southern born, reared 
and educated men. 

The Director briefly described the m eeting- in his office with the Negro

The Director went into the matter involving police review boards and 
indicated that his report to the President on rioting clearly reflected the undesirability 
of such boards. The Director also mentioned that the December, 1964, issue of the Law 
Enforcement Bulletin would contain ah introduction by him which would be hard-hitting 
with respect to police review boards. 

National Commander Johnson issued a most cordial invitation for the

visit the Hoover Library in the event hie happened to be in Iowa at any time in the future. 

National Commander Johnson also extended an invitation for the Director 
to address The American Legion Convention on August 24, 1965, in Portland, Oregon. 
This is to be the keynote address. The Director indicated he would give the matter 
considerable thought and would let the Commander know of his decision. Commander 
Johnson stated he realized that August 24, 1965, was a long time off, however, the entire 
American Legion would deeply appreciate the Director's appearing again as principal 
speaker; ~ . " 

Commander Johnson and Mr. Hauck departed the Director's Office at 
11:00 a. m. , after pictures were taken with the Director. Commander Johnson 
specifically indicated his great pleasure at meeting the Director andsummed up the entire 
meeting with the statement, "Mr. Hoover is everything he's said to be. I could listen to 
him all day long. " Commander Johnson asked that the Director consider personally 
autographing one of the pictures taken in his office to him.
